Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6, 8, 20-21 are allowed. 

Reason for Allowability 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in combination with 
other limitations recited in the claims, the primary reason for the allowance is the including the 
following inventive features of a rotor adapted to be used in a fan, comprising: a hub; a metal 
plate having a first end and a second end to be disposed in the hub; and a magnet disposed in the 
metal plate, wherein the metal plate further comprises salient teeth (536) and the hub has a recess 
(516) engaging the salient teeth to shape the metal plate into a ring, as in claims 1 and 20, 

alternately wherein the metal plate having a first end and a second end to be disposed in 
the hub and comprising a serrated edge; and a magnet disposed in the metal plate, wherein the 
serrated edge supports the magnet, as in claim 21 . 

Comparing to the prior-art of the record, the most relevant ref is US 5998902 to Sleder 
discloses a rotor assembly having a metal ring, not a metal plate with two ends, as in the present 
invention. The Sleder' s metal ring is provided with projections (14) inserted into the recess (41, 
42) respectively for completely push the magnet rotor assembly 30 axially into the flywheel 34 
in a direction parallel to axis 52 for causing elastically deflect in a radially inward direction in 
response to the contact between the locking protrusions 18 and the internal cylindrical surface 
50, so that the effective diameter of the ring 30, measured at the locking protrusions 18 is 
decreased by this elastic deflection. 
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Unlike Sleder's metal ring which is already shaped as a circular ring when assembled to 
the hub, the present invention having a metal plate with two ends formed into salient teeth, i.e., 
projections, being inserted into the hub recess in order to form a snugly fit metal ring. 

Thus, none of the prior art references of the record, either stand alone or in combination, 
has taught or suggest the above-mentioned features in combination with other limitations recited 
in the claims.
